‘ must be observed. 
Permits to load and discharge 
cargoes will be sania td-mor- 
row. 


Prior to this, Reuter had report- 
ed that only the Import of rice’ 


‘was being pormitted at Canton 


and Whampoa, and that over 
fifty steamers had been rendered 
idle at the ports, The message 
also added that the Red boycott 
pickets’ had surrendered ten ‘cargo 
boats to the Maritimes Customs, 
but much of the cargo had been 
_ disposed of. *

one-foreign firm had. paid as much 
aa £12,000 in order to obtain the 
release of a stedmer and cargo

Applications will not be condidered 
where only one floor’ was vacant, 
because the assessment itself makes 
allowance for. certain possible Vale 
cancies.. For the same reason, 3 
refund, when’ granted, will not be

the rates attributable to all the va- 
cant fioors. For- example, where 
two floors : out of three were ‘va- 
cant the. refund will, probably be. 
of the amount of the rates attri- 
-|butable to one of those two vacant!
